| STAMP SAVINGS BANKS, 


A SYSTEM OF SMALL SAVINGS THAT 
IS POPULAR IN DETROIT. 


It Appeals Especially to Young Children, 
bat Men and Women Are Alo Among 
the Stamp Book Depositers—How the 
Method Is Conducted—A Boon to Many. 


“The ‘saving stamps’ have let us into 
an almost néw and profitable field of 
business,” says Edwin F. Mack, cashier 
of the Citizens’ Sayings bank. ‘‘It bas 
increased our business more in eight 
months than we were able to do by other 
methods in fiye years. The beauty of 
the arrangement is that it reaches a class 
of people who ordinarily have no busi- 
ne3s with any bank. When it is consid- 
ered that we get this new business at the 


rate of less than one-half a cent on the |, 


dollar, and that this expense is more than 
covered by the actual operation of the 
system, we are pretty well pleased. 
“The cost of the stamps is only one cent 
for fifty, the cost of the books is very 
small, and the expense of getting the 
Stamps in the hands of depositors is alao 
very slight. To offset this we have the 
use of the money from the time it is re- 
ceived for stamps until the stamps are 
turned into usas record of deposit. The 
persons buying the stamps let them ac-

We have agents in 
many of the large factories, and the 
young employes after getting their pay 
buy a few stamps, while otherwise they 
would spend every dollar of their wages. 
They would not come down to the bank 
and open up an account with the small 
amount. But after they have a little 
start with the stamp process they very 
frequently come to the bank with a five 
dollar or ten dollar deposit. We have 
some depositors with hundreds to their 
credit who made fifteen and twenty 
cent starts. These are the ones that are 
liable to be the big customers of the 


future, and’we are very glad to have | 


their early trade. 
“The corner grocerymen, who are our 


| agents, tell how the system works. For 
instance, a woman goes in with $1 to! 


buy groceries; and has five, ten or per- 
haps twenty-five cents left, which she 
invests in stamps. She leaves her book 
with the grocer and he cares for the 
stamps. The children, if they have no 
books of their own, are instructed to in- 


| vest part of the small change in stamps, 
| Her husband, instead of spending his 
| small change for cigars, lends a helping 


hand by placing a few stamps-in his 
wife’s book. 
‘With the children the stamps are 


| like the merit cards which you and I 


used to get at school. Each Sunday we 
got a little card and when we got a dozen 
of those we got a large card, and so many 
of those deserved a still larger and more 


brightly colored card. The delight of | 


accumulating these cards you can well 
remember. It is the same with the chil- 
dren and these stamps. They hustle 
around until they get twenty stamps to 
fill a page and are much tickeled when 


| they can make the first entry in their 


bankbook. 

“We have ninety-five agents in this 
city and agents in Saginaw, Port Huron 
and other cities. Of our thousands of 
depositors a large per cent. of them are 
children, but as many of them bronght 
their parents with them we are wel! 
pleased.” 

HIGHER DENOMINATIONS. 

‘The stamp saving system has proved 
to be a very good thing for us,” said E. 
C. Bowman, cashier of the Detroit say- 
ings bank. ‘Unlike any other stamp 
system of sayings, our stamps are of dif- 
ferent denominations and different 
classes of customers are accommodated. 
For instance, we have 5 cent, 10 cent, 25 


| cent and 50 cent stamps, and $1, $, $5 


and $10 cards. Thatis to say, when a 
card is filled it has these respective val- 
nes. Our customers have learned this, 
and those who make enough money s0 
that they frequently can déposit 25 cents 
at a time do not bother with 5 cent 
stamps, which require so much ‘licking’ 
and ‘pasting.’ We were somewhat sur- 


prised ourselyes to see the popularity of | 


the larger denominations. 
“Of course the working of the system 
is pretty well understood. We have 125 


| agents at present, and the stamps are 


placed in their hands. It requires sey- 
eral thonsand stamps a day to supply 
their demands. The depositors place 
the stamps on a card, and when this card 
is full they get a credit on their bank 
book. We make the feature incidental 
to our banking business, and think it ad- 
mirable because it enables us to reach 
every class of people who may be induced 
to save money.» It has largely increased 


| who use the device, but the people who 
come with them. Fully 75 per cent. of 
| the depositors are children, and, of 


| course, their accounts are small, but | 


| very frequently their fathers come to 
| the banks where the children are doing 
business.” 

While the reporter and Mr. Bowman 
were in the basement of the banking 
| building looking over the record of the 
| stamp business, the cashier called atten- 
| tion to several wooden cupboards which 
he said contained all the saving bank 
books issued by the bank from 1849 to 
the present date. They were numbered 
from 1 up to 78,000. Then he showed 
No. 18, which was issued to a young man 
who was then employed on a railroad. 
The man is still a depositor in the bank, 
and there has never been a time since 
when he did not haye a small balance. 
He still has the same number, is still in 
the employ of the same company and 
onght to have a snug bit of property by 
this time.—Detroit Newa

Twine from Marsh Grass. 

A St. Paul (Minn.) special says that 
through the efforts of an inventor 
of Iowa articles which can be mano- 
factared from common slough grass are 
attracting considerable attention. The 
farmers of the northwest have been pay- 
ing large prices for binding twine, and 
it is this fact probably which started 
George Lowry to investigate the uses 
to which common marsh grass could be 
put. He has made several inventions 
which are an assured success. The bind- 
ing twine made by his method is strong, 
durable, and, above all, cheap. While 
the material from which ordinary bind- 
ing twine is made costs from $120 to 
$180 per ton, slough grass costs from $3 
to $5 a ton, and the costof making the 
twine from either material is about the 
same. A company has been organized 
for the manufacture of this twine. 

The company will also make cordage 
of all kinds, bagging and matting from 
marsh grass. Marsh grass makes good 
rope in any size, and formed into small 
twine it can readily be woven into coarse 
cloth of great strength, which can be 
put to a variety of uses. The cotton 
planters of the United States annually 
raise about 7,000,000 bales of cotton, 
which require about 60,000,000 yards of 
bagging. The jute bagging costs about 
eight centsa yard. Thegrass twine bag- 
ging can be made at about ong cent a 
yard less.—New York Tribune. 

Why Net Try Chamois? 

“I clean my eyeglasses these days 
with a ten dollar note,” said a well 
known citizen the other day, with a 
smile, as he began to rub his spectacles 
with a bill. “It cleans the glass and 
doesn't hurt the money. A one dollar 
bill would answer the purpose as well 
as a note for a hundred, but in this case 
I happened to have the ten and used it.

The get- 
rich-quick class is being frowned opon 
by the authorities, and the officers of the 
“Earnest Workers” have been arrested 
on a criminal charge and lodged in jail 
to await trial. 

The “Benefit Endowment Association” 
belongs to that order of beneficiary (7?) 
institutions which pays $100 for $30 in 
ninety days, or something like that. The 
secretary of one branch of this order 
gathered 4,000 members and collected 
$100,000. On the day that the certificates 
of a considerable number of these mem- 
bers became due, the order made an 
assignment, and, instead of getting $100 
for $30 after nine weeks, these men— 
mostly honest lsborers—were minus the 
money they bad put into the concern. 

Efforts have been repeatedly made to 
establish these orders in Salisbury and 
the county, but, fortunately our people 
have not taken hold of any of them. By 
the exercise of a little judgment they 
have been eaved from the swindle. 

Common sense would go a good way 
towards knocking the wind out of these 
fraudulent schemes, which, on the pre- 
tense of benefitting the people, swindle 
them.

“The chief matters of State concern are 
a primary election law, new assessment 
Jaw, the perfection and extension of the 
new ballot laws, the preservation of the 
oyster interests and the proposed con- 
stitutional amendments. A new assess- 
ment law is needed, for great inequalities 
have grown up since the last general val- 
uation. Farming lands have depreciated 
in earning capacity and selling value, 
not only is a new assessment needed, but 
new sources of revenue should be dis- 
covered and a true valuation of personal 
property ofall kinds be made. In this 
connection we should not fall into the 
errur of supposing that agriculture can be 
wholly relieved by State legislation. It is 
not State and local taxation that has re- 
duced agriculture to the verge of bank- 
roptey, but of the republican policy of 
protection, enforced by the federal gov- 
ernment. That policy not only restricts 
the markets for the products of agricul- 
ture, but it places the agricniturists at 
the mercy of monopolies and trusts 
which are daily eating out his substance. 

“Here again the national importance 
of the approaching campaign is apparent. 
Maryland ought to send tariff reformers 
to the United Stetes Senate to aid in the 
struggle for tax reduction in the interest 
of agriculture, the mainstay of the coun- 
try, the basis ofall wealth. Most of the 
ills that afflict the farmer can be abated 
by economy in public expenditures and 
a lessening of taxation, with consequent 
freer trade and widening of the markets” 
for the products of the farm. 

“The condition of the valuable oyster 
beds of the state calls for prompt action. 
It is unnecessary to discuss the cause of 
the decline of this important interests. 
We must recognize its condition and deal 
efficiently with the question. An intel 
ligent comprebension of the subject will 
result in the restoration of the beds, are- 
vival of the oyster interest in all its ram- 
ifications and at the same timeand great- 
ly to the revenues of the state. The re- 
cent diecussion of the qnestion has arons- 
ed public interest, and we have nodoubt 
the next Legislature will beable to 
deal with the matter satisfactorily. The 
democrat state convention should take 
this subject in hand and appoint a com- 
mittee to draft a law for submission td 
the next Legislature and the same should 
be done with reference toa new assess- 
ment law.

The Old, Old Story 


ERE can be no more eloquent testimonial of the good in a man’s heart than 

the life insurance policy he leaves behind him when he is dead and gone, 

It is only a sheet of heavy paper, containing some written and printed words, 
apparently; but read its history and see ifit does not reflect the very inner life 
of the dead man.

A Persian Barber. 

A Persian barber works in a style 
very different from that in vogue in this 
country. A typical shop was a square 
room, with one side open to the street. 
In the center was a tiny bed of flowers 
sunk in the floor, from the middle of 
which rose an octagonal stone column 
about three feet high. 

The capital of the column formed a 
receptacle for the water in which 
the barber dipped his hand as he 
shayed his customer’sscalp. In Persia 
they do not lather. The shop was very 
clean. In two recesses stood four vases 
filled with flowers, and the implements 
of the barber’s art—scissors, razors, lan- 
cets, hand mirrors, large pincers to ex- 
tract teeth, branding irons to cauterize 
the arteries in amputating limbs, strong 
combs, but not a hair brush, for that im- 
plement is never used by Persians. 

From the barber's girdle hung a round 
copper water bottle, his strop, and a 
pouch to hold his instruments. In his 
bosom was a small mirror, the presenta- 
tion of which to his customersis a sign 
that the job is finished and that the bar- 
ber waits for his pay. The barber shaves 
the heads of his customers, dyes their 
beards, pulls their teeth, blisters and 
bleeds them when ailing, seta their 
broken bones and shampoos their bodies.

Time for Early Garden Work. 

Tree and vine pruning should be com- 
pleted before growth commences. Peas 
for an early crop need to be got in as 
early as the ground can be worked. The 
wrinkled, or sugar peas, should be held 
until the ground warmsa little. Those 
intending to raise onions by the new 
plan of starting the seeds in cold frames 
should have everything in readiness and” 
get the seed in early, and have the young 
plants in readiness to set out as soon as 
the ground can be put in good order. 
The advantages claimed by this method 
are full rows, a longer season of growth 
and less expense in cultivating and keep- 
ing clean, the expense saved in the last 
item making up for the extra cost of 
transplanting. A much greater yield is 
claimed for the method. But no time is 
to be lost in preparing the soil for onion 
seed to be sowed in the rows where the 
crop is to grow. The preparation and 
sowing cannot be done too soon. The 
seeds of lettuce and early cabbage, 
cauliflower, celery, tomatoes and radish 
will need sowing at intervals as required, 
and the hotbeds and the forcing pits 
will command daily care. 

Seeds of biennial and parennial flower- 
ing plants can be put in at once. Sweet 
peas in the open ground should be plant- 
ed at the earliest opportunity; they 
should make their best growth in the 
cooler weather of the spring. 

Lawns can be seeded to grass as soon 
as the ground can be properly put in 
order. 

All kinds of work that can be done in 
the garden should be pushed along and 
be out of the way when the hurrying 
time comes later, as it surely will.— 
Vick’s Magazine. 

A Church of Oranges. 

The Palermo (Mon.) Fruit Growers’ 
association, which recently affiliated 
with the California State Board of 
Trade, sent to San Francisco a large 
model of the Union church, which is lo- 
cated at Palermo colony in Butte. The 
model has been erected in the board of 
trade rooms, and is now on exhibition: 
The miniature church is an exact model 
in every detail of the original, and just 
one-seventh its size. It is 10 feet in 
length, 6} feet wide and 11} feetin 
height. The roof, gables and bell tower 
are ‘covered with oranges, some thou- 
sands of which are used, while in the 
windows and around the pedestals are 
arranged exhibits of nuts, dried and 
fresh fruits and other products of the 
colony. As the ased in decorat- 
ing the church wither they will be taken 
away and fresh fruit webstituted until 
the orange season is over, when other 
fruits, dried and fresh, will be used for 
decorating, making it a standing unique 
advertisement of the resources of Paler- 
mo.—Omaha Bee.

Water That Flows Into the Earth. 

There is an interesting instance of 
water flowing inland from the sea. Itis 
found on the island of Cephalonia, in the 
Ionian sea, west of Greece. The phe- 
nomenon occurs on the southwest side 
of the island, near the small town and 
port of Argostoli. Two streams flow at 
a short distance from one, straight from 
the sea for a few yards, and then follow 
different courses. One turns at right 
angles and runs for some ways parallel 
with the shore and close toit. Then it 
turns again toward the sea, and run- 
ning, of course, deeper and deeper, 
doubles completely under itself, thus 
forming a loop, and finally passes out of 
sight deep down in a landward direction. 
In its course it turns two flour mills, 
which will give an idea of the strength 
of the current, There is no tide in the 
sea here, and the flowof the salt water 
brook is perfectly steady and continuons. 
The other stream disappears in the 
ground in a similar way. 

This curious phenomenon has not at- 
tracted much attention because Argos- 
toli is not on one of the regular tourist 
routes. Noone knows what becomes of 
this water, but it probably flows to some 
subterranean reservoir, and it may have 
something to do with the earthquakes 
that occur in that neighborhood once in 
a long while, or possibly it feeds some 
distant volcano, for, as is well known, 
the most generally accepted theory of 
the cause of volcanic eruptions is that 
they are due to steam generated from 
water admitted through cracks in the 
earth’s crust or in some other way.— 
Goldwaite'’s Magazine.

A GRAVEYARD DANCE. 


GHOSTLY CEREMONY WITNESSED IN 
A JAPANESE CEMETERY. 


A Four Days’ Feast for Legendary Spirits. 
Burying Grounds Richiy and Laxari- 
ously Decorated with Garlands and 
Tempting Viands. 


Dr. G. H. Colton Salter, who for many 

years was United States consul in Japan 
and afterward entered the Chinese gov- 
ernment service, gazed thoughtfully into 
the glowing embers in the grate and 
after a short pause told the following 
tale: 
The many stories published about 
Indian ghost dances and the Messiah 
craze remind me of one of the most re- 
markable incidenta I have ever witnessed 
during my long career in the Orient, 
and I am sure there are but few Amer- 
cans or Europeans who have had tbe 
opportunity to see the sights of which I 
am going to tell. 

The native religion of the Japanese is, 
aa you know, Buddhism, and there is no 
creed which is as full of superstition. 
Some of the ancient beliefs of the Bud- 
dhists are calculated to frighten the faith- 
fal and vividly portray the horrible pun- 
ishment that awaits the sinful man after 
he closes his earthly career, while others, 
with charming simplicity, show that. the 
greatest aim of the Hindoo religion is

Discovery of Natural Gas. 

The first that was heard of natural gas 
in the tates was in the year 1815, when 
it was found in Charlestown. Some six 
years later, a story is told of a woman 
going out one dark night to draw water 
at a place called Fredonia, in New York 
state—when she put down her lantern, 
much to her consternation a spring of 
gas by the well took fire. In 1824, when 
Lafayette passed throngh the same neigh- 
borhood, in hoxor of the occasion, Taylor 
house, where he staid, was illuminated 
with the gas laid on by pipes direct from 
the earth. 

The great reservoirs of natural gas 
were first tapped in the process of boring 
artesian wells. As soon as one of the 
drills reached.a certain depth the whole 
apparatus was blown high up into the 
air, and the gas escuped by the vent with 
a roar that could be heard from afar. 
One American gentleman boring for 
water met with this experience, and, hav- 
ing no other use for the gas, stuck a tall 
pipe into the hole, applied a light to the 
top, when the flame shot upward, and 
thus created a beacon fire which illumi- 


“nated the country round for miles. Years 


afterward this light was still burning, 
and probably may be seen to this day.— 
Chambers’ Journal. 


Why Soldiers Break Ranks. 

There are very few bridges in the 
world over which troops are allowed to 
march in regular step. In general, when 
coming to a bridge, particularly a sus- 
pension bridge, the drums or bands are 
stopped, the array is broken and the sol- 
diers pass over without keeping step, or 
rather taking pains not to keep step. 
The reason is found in the fact thata 
very slight initial vibration, if continued, 
is imparted to the whole structure, and 
in a short time becomes so strong a down- 
ward strain at every recurrence as speed- 
ily to endanger the safety of the strong- 
est bridge. 

The same principle is illustrated in 
some houses, which can be made to 
tremble from roof to foundation by per- 
sistently and regularly pressing with the 
foot on a loose board in one of the floors. 
A similar curious circumstance is seen 
in the case of certain churches in which 
itis dangerous to play the heavy pedal 
pipes of a grand organ, for the reason 
that the vibration becomesso great as to 
shatter the panes of glass in the win- 
dows, and even to imperil -the safety of 
the roof.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Spiders Are Indastrious. 

No small insect ever escapes from the 
web of a spider, a fact which is not to 
be wondered at when jt_is considered 
that an ordinary sized snare may con- 
tain as many as 120,000 viscid globules. 
The spinner is constantly engaged in re- 
pairing injuries to the web inflicted by 
wind, stray leaves or captured insects.

800. Polesella bas lost $7 families, who 
all departed at-one time. The movement 
from Rovigo, on the Adige, is so exten- 
sive that special trains are run from there 
to Genos daily to accommodate the im- 
migrants. The effect ofso many depart- 
ures is beginning to be shown in an 
alarming manner. Husbandry and trade 
languish for lack of employees. The au- 
thorities would gladly adopt some meth- 
od of checking the movement if they 
could:

We often think what 
a world of tronble is given to one part of 
onr citizens, to one part of our farmers 
specially, by another part to whom the 
law of slipper has never been applied with 
sufficient vigor by the hand thst roles 
the nursery when the little immates 
have to be tanght with regard to their 
companions’ toys “jurt let alone, what’s 
not you'own”. They either never had, 
or havesadly forgotten, that important 
training. Ther never think the nursery 
law rnles the civilized world. Such 
foolishness as a fence law, or any law 
requiring sfructures on a farmer’a own 
land where he alone bas the right, is not 
only impertinence, bnt would not even 
exist if some farmers would just let alone 
their neighbors’ property If they have 
a right to their neighbors’ pasturage they 
have a right to his timber, to fill up his 
road and swamp ditches by their hogs, 
root up his young thickets, destroy the 
mast in his woods he may want to take 
root and grow, or do any mischief the 
devil may yant done. Somè farmers in 
fact seem to know only the law of grab, 
and they are nothe only clase, when 
they grab, by whom their neighbors’ pro- 
perty, as Justice tells ns, “is relinquished 
very reluctantly”. A visit to a certain 
institution seems needful to reform them. 

Let me now ask Justice a few plain 
questions for his atndy, and we will dis- 
miss him. Jf he should find a neighbor 
in his corn-stack at night m‘sappropria- 


ng his cereas whatiaw would neupply ? 
If he should find that neighbor’s hog in 
the same act in hiscorn-field what law 
then? Would he treat the hog to 
Johnson's Fence Law, and their owner 
to lead-Iaw ?—Show more merey to the 
hog! than to the man? Is there any law 
| in this country to protect a Jaw-breaker, 
specially in the act of breaking the law, 
no matter what criminal law it may be 
or what criminal, if even like Johnson’s 
Fence Law it may protect.

A dispatch from Clarksburg, W. Va.

On sccount of the 
real estate being coal, mineral and gas 
lauds the ultimate value of the estate 
cannot be estimgted.”

The Fata! Wedding Supper. 


The fatal wedding supper at Mr. Albert 
Herr’s residence, at Eminence, Ky, on 
April 15, has been followed by the death 
ofthe sixth victim, the young bride- 
groom, Mr. Winford B. Snook, who died 
in Cideinnati Thursday from the effect 
of the polson. The bride, a daughter of 
Mr. Herr, was the belle of the neighbor- 
hood, and the groom was’ a wealthy 
young farmer. In company with friends 
and relatives they ate their wedding sup- 
perat Mr. Herr’s, starting for Cincinnati 
afterward, where they both became des- 
perately ill. Many of the other guests at 
the supper were also made ill, and be- 
fore the death of Mr, Snook five of them 
died—Mrs. Hite, Mr. and Mrs. Guthrie, 
Mr. Wm. Terry and Mr. Snook, the fath- 
er of the groom. Mre. Snook, the young 
bride and widow, ie still critically ill, as 
are also Mrs. Curtice and Mr. W. B. 
Crabb. Arrenic is supposed to have 
been the canse of death, but how it got 
into the fond seems past explanation. In 
regard to the theory that the poisoning 
was caused by diseased chickens, Mr. 
Herr says: 

“Tnere has not been asymptom of dis- 
ease of any kind among my chickens or 
turkeys for a number of years, and every 
hen and turkey that was killed for the 
wedding was selected under my immed- 
iate supervision, and I selected only 
those that were laying at the time in or- 
der to secure fat ones. The giblets were 
taken out.and served for three meals the 
day previons to the wedding, and the en- 
tire family ate heartily of it with no ill- 
effects. Now asto the arsenic-sparrow 
theory, I did attempt to poison sparrows 
five years since and failed. The arsenic 
was never within a hundred yards of the 
house at any time. After the sparrows 
refnsed to eat it I dug a hole and buried 
it. I will say as to the party giving the 
information as to the sparrow poisoning, 
not to hesitate to give his name or any 
information that he may get as this Is no 
time for secrets.”

HERE cən be no more eloquent testimonial of the good in a man’s heart than

I repeated them 
the same evening to the emperor of 
Russia, who was at Compiegne, and who 
with much kindness asked me if I was 
satisfied with the king. These were his 
own words, I have not been weak 
enough to relate the opening of this in- 
terview to‘any other person.—Talley- 
rand's Memoirs in Century.

The milk.soothes the 
sensitive digestive tract, which may be 
disturbed by other foods, and the hot 
water is sanative; the milk taken with- 
out the water would become a solid 
food directly it encountered the gastric 
juice, thus lacking the necessary liquid 
quantity.

The Speed of That Yankee Meteor. 

Professor H. A. Newton, of Yale, writes 
the following letter with regard to the 
great and wonderfully brilliant meteor 
which was seen here in Hartford: 

The brilliant meteor that you describe 
in your issue of Feb. 24, and which was 
heard to explode with tremendous noise 
in many places in Maine, appears to have 
been moving northward, nearly over 
Portland, Me., perhaps from as far south 
as Boston, and to have disappeared some 
miles above the surface of the earth over 
the middle or northern parts of Franklin 
county, Me. So far as known no stones 
have heen secured from the meteor. If 
this is ths true path, the body entered 
the air with a tremendous velocity. 

The earth was at that time moving 
eighteen miles a second directly toward 
the point from which the meteor was 
coming. According to accepted theories, 
the meteor was moving faster than the 
earth, and the stone entered the air with 
the sum of the two velocities. This 
makes a velocity of more than forty 
miles a second. In most of the cases 
where stones have been secured the ve- 
locities have been not more than twenty 
miles a second. In one instance, how- 
ever, in Stanhem, Moravia, there were 
secured a large number of stones from a 
meteor whose velocity was as great as 
that of the meteor of Feb. 23.—Hartford 
Courant. 


The Old Home of Jesse James. 

The Libby Prison war museum is soon 
to have an acquisition of a curious char- 
acter. It is the identical frame house in 
which Jesse James lived the last four 
months of his life, and in which he was 
killed by Bob Ford. Since 1882 this 
house has.stood unoccupied on a bluff 
back of St. Joseph, Mo. The bullethole 
in the wall is still to be seen and the 
blood stains on the floor have never been 
effaced. The house was sold to the 
agent of the Chicago museum for the 
sum of $1,900, and it is to be taken down 
in sections, removed hence and set up 
again in the big building in Wabash 
avenue. 

An equally interesting relic would be, 
we think, the old James housestill stand- 
ing near Liberty, Clay county. And if 
old Mother James is still living she 
shoula' be engaged to come along and 
serve as a “guide” or “‘illustrator.” 
The old lady, when we last saw her, 
nine years ago, was full of fight and en- 
ergy, and it would be hard to find a 
handsomer woman than sbe was.—Chi- 
cago News.

—The lynching st Centreville last 
Tuesday morning, before day, of Asbury 
Green, the colored wretch convicted of 
feloniously assaulting Mrs. Tolson, was 
certainly not a warrantable act. 

Judge Stump had sentenced the 
ravisber to twenty one years inthe Mary- 
land penitentiary at hard labor. In pass- 
ing sentence the Judge, after mature de- 
liberation, chose between this and the 
extreme alternative of death by banging, 
as the safest means of justice to the ac- 
cused and the people. It is true that the 
offense of which he was found guilty by 
the jury is one that frenzies the public 
mind and admits of no leniency on the 
part of the law and the courts. 

We are exhorted to abide by the law. 
To this the retort might come that if the 
people must abide by the law the law 
must sbide by the people. This is well 
and good. There may be occasions when 
justice is perverted and foiled, as, for 
instance, in the case of the New Orieans 
Mafia when acowardly, corrupt and per- 

jured jury acquitted a band of assassins. 
The Centreville mob affords no parallel, 
however, for the New Orleans affair. 
There was no bribed jury. That body 
recognized its responsibility and fear- 
lessly performed its duty. The judge 
who passed sentence is a man of unques- 
tioned integrity, and his capability is 
acknowledged throughout his judicial 
circuit. It is true that the evidence 
brought agsinst the criminal left small 
room for doubt of his guilt, but counsel 
for defense made a forcible effort to proye 
an alibi, and the point he held was not 
altogether without color. It was on this 
ground that the judge, though almost 
positive of the man’s guilt, leaned to 
the side of mercy and gave the benefit of 
the little doubt resting in his mind. This 
done, his daty to his exalted office, to 
himself, his family, and his country, was 
conscientiously and religiously per- 
formed. 

These facts considered, the action of 
the Centreville mob, in setting aside the 
calm and deliberate judgment of the 

i court and forcibly taking tbe prisoner 
from the guardians of,the law to put him 
to death, was as indefensible as it was 
rash, and those masked men who com- 
mitted the deed, already, probably, re- 
gret it. 

Lynch law may be justifiable, but the 
occasions for its use are exceedingly rare.

From Across the Hea. 

8. S. Crry or Beatty, April 28, 1891.— 
Dear Apvertisen As many of my friends 
desired me to drop them a line from this 
far off land find Water, I havé concluded 
to speak fo them throngh your columna 
_ As T now seat myself at a table În the 
salon of this majestic thistreas of the sea 
to write to yoti, We are 2,000 miles east of 
New York, steaming beanutifollyover the 
crested waves toward Livetpool, yet 1000 
miles away, 

On the ftd we left New York and after 
a quick ran down to Sandy Hook we put 
to sea with a jovely S. W. breeze which 
gradually increased for two deyaandcul- 
minated into a gale on Friday following, 
The bea was lashed into a fury and the 
ship running east sontheast to avoid ice- 
bergs, was thrown alliOst intothetrough 
of the biltows, and the force of the waves 
recelved on the starboard quarter of the 
ship which gave ns a terrible shaking up. 
I was seasick the firat night out but re- 
covered sufficiently before the worst of 
the storm came on ahd was able to assist 
the other sick people to get to points 
where they conld breathe the fresh air. 
I have pot seen the stn for five days nor 
has any one on board seen it to my 
knowledge. We have seen twenty-five 
vessels, baving run 200 miles south of the 
regular “steamer lanes.” 

We have on board an excelient com- 
pany of people, mostly English, Scotch 
and Americrns. The Americans on 
board are first class. The newspaper 
fraternity is well represented by Mr. 
Fitzgerald and son of the Philadelphia 
Jtem; Mr. Thos. Nast, Puck; Mr. Camer- 
on of the Trades Journal of London and 
New York, and who, is also my room- 
mate on the trip. There are also many 
correspondents. We have a large num- 
ber of western people on their way to 
spend thesummerabroad. Among them 
are Mrs. Forbes of California accompanied 

| by herson and twodaughters; Mr. Morse 
of Colorado; Messrs. Williams and Stone 

| of Indians and Illinois} respectively, who 

| visit Europe every year to purchase im- 

| proved stock for their large breeding 
farms in the West. Many other enter- 
prising farmers, tradesmen, etċ., are on 
board. 

At this writing—May 28th—a north- 
west wind has just set in and it luoke 
like we are going to have another storm. 
I don't like the appearance of theclouds. 
The wind seems to increase as the shades 
ofevening gather around. We are ex- 
pecting to reach Queenstown on Thurs- 
day evening, and Liverpool late the next 
day, provided the weather is not too 
dark. No observations have been taken 
by the service on the voyage, therefore 
all is speculation and guess work. I will 
write you again from the old country and 
try to keep you and your readers in- 
formed about what I sce and hear. 

I have learned some useful lessons from 
our western farmers about their manner 
of cultivating, saving and disposing of, 
crops and stock, and especially their 
views of drainage. They are far ahead 
of our peuple on the subject of draining. 
Many ofthem spend more money on 
draining their lands than their lands 
cost them. f have been especially inter- 
ested in their manner of sheep husbandry 
and the profits growing outof it. I will 
write you my own observations in Eng- 
land and Scotland on the subject.

More Fence. 

Justice, again writing from Riverton, 
says: Our article in reference to the 
Johnson Fence Law, a few weeks ago 
seems to have slightly aroused “‘Baron 
Kirk” and in his meditatiye mood last 
week says some very hard things abort 
the farmers who differ with him on the 
question of fence or no fence. Because 
farmers do not believe his false state- 
ments about “farming don’t pay” because 
“fences don't pay” he wants them sent 
“to a certain institution” for reformation. 
This indicates sometbing untrained or 
seered. Ifa man does not need reform- 
ing who makes the statement that “a 
fence round acommon farm, in about 
fifteen years will sink farm and all into 
oblivion,” we scarcely see the need of 
reforming any one. The statement isas 
unreasonable as it is untrue, and there is 
no precedent or figure of speech that will 
justify it. Whether a farm pays better 
with or without the fence depends not 
entirely upoff the fence, as be claims, but 
upon the farm and the farmer. There is 
as much of the cry heard “farming don’t 
psy” where there are no fences as where 
there are fences. The necessity of a 
fence depends upon the location of the 
farm, practically. Farmers are therefore 
the ones to determine this. To claim 
that they should not have the richts ac- 
corded them by our statute laws is nar- 
row and totally unressonable. “Baron 
Kirk” wants to know, if we should find 
a neighbor in our “cornstack at night, 
misappropriating” our “cereal,” what law 
we would apply. Not the Johnson Fence 
Law, or any slock law, whatever, Mr. Bar- 
on, for the Johnson Fence Law, does not 
insure protection from the thief or pro- 
vide for an inpenetrable wall around our 
“corn-stack” and the stock law has no ap- 
plication to the class of animals he refers 
to as our “neighbor.” If weshonld find 
“that neighbor's hog in the same act” in 
our “corn field,” enclosed by a John- 
son Fence, the law makes the mode 
of procedure plain, and there is no 
“lead-law” in it, either for the own- 
er or his hog. The “law of, grab,” to 
which the “Baron” refers, is not in the 
subject of discussion, and we have never 
clams » “farmer's swamp” belongs 
to his neighbor; therefore, we fee) to de- 
fend only our first article where it is 
attacked by “Baron's” article, much of 
which is totally irrelevant to our subject.

Apple Blossoms in Winter.

Wild pear and wild cherry branches 
may be flowered in a similar manner, 
but notso satisfactorily as apple tree 
limbs. No doubt many other kinds of

Sapplying Moving Engines with Water. 

By a new invention which is being 
tried on some of the southern railroads 
itis thought possible that engines can 
be supplied with water when necessary 
without stopping. The system is ex- 
plained as follows: There is to be a 
tower over each well or stream that is 
to supply water, about forty feet high, 
and from this tower is suspended by a 
wire cable a tank or bucket holding 
about 2,500 gallons of water. The same 
is raised by passing locomotives, and 
the water discharged automatically into 
a storage tank. The bucket that con- 
veys the water to the storage tank, when 
emptied, goes back antomatically into 
the well or stream of supply, and is filled 
ready for the next. locomotive. This 
saves the expense of a stationary engine 
and fuel, with engine and such expense 
as attends the present system, and gives 
equal guarantee of reliable supply.— 
New York Telegram.

Excitement in a Belgian Town. 

It is promised that it will not be long 
before a certain small town in Belgium 
is lighted by electricity. It appears that 
thirty years ago the municipality entered 
into a contract with the local gas com- 
pany for the public lighting of the town. 
It was agreed that the price should be 


, fixed at $8,000 per annum, the contract 


to exist for fifty-five years. Thns the 
agreement remains good for another 
twenty-five years. The municipality, 
seeing around cheaper gas and a more 
desirable light in the form of the electric 
light, have come to the conclusion that 
they are decidedly at a disadvantage. 
They say that the price which was con- 
sidered just when the contract was made 
shonld now be reduced, as it is excessive 
when compared with other towns where 
only $1,000 per annum is paid for the 
same amount of light. 

As the gas company refuses to reduce 
its price, complaints regarding defective 
lighting, which had previously been per- 
mitted to pass unnoticed, are now nu- 
merons, the inhabitants entering hearti- 
ly into the spirit of the situation. Ac- 
cording to the latest accounts the gas 
company had fallen on troublous times. 
The municipality had made up its mind 
thatif it could not get the gas at a rea- 
sonable rate it would secure it at alow 
one, and possibly make a profit on the 

n, 

The method adopted is decidedly rigor- 
ous, For every gas jet below the con- 
tract candle power a fine of forty cents 
is imposed; for each square of glass not 
properly cleaned, a fine of ten cents; a 
broken glass, ten cents, and for a lamp 
extinguished a caution first and a fine 
afterward. The campaign is affording 
immense gratification to the inhabitants 
of that quiet little town, which has sel- 
dom fallen on such » bonanza in the way 
of a sensation, and the gas company 
seems destined either to make a speedy 
change of front or give up its. contract. 
—New York Commercial Advertiser. 


8kin Grafting by Machinery. 

Saturday morning, at the Massachu- 
setts General hospital, a little instru- 
ment, invented by Dr. Mixter, wonder- 
ful in its simplicity, constructed so as 
to separate quite large portiona of epi- 
dermis from the subcutaneous tissue, 
was used for the first time. 

The patient had been etherized, and had 
undergone an operation for the removal 
of a cancerous growth from the left 
breast, and the wound thus made was 
quite an extensiveone. The instrument 
was applied to the anterior portion of 
the right thigh, and three strips, about 
an inch wide by six inches long, were 
taken off and transplanted to the ex- 
posed surface of the breast. The opera- 
tion of removing the skin and trans- 
planting it to itə new quarters did not 
occupy more than about six minutes. 

A very few days will suffice to restore 
the dennded surface of the thigh to its 
normal condition, leaving few traces of 
the reparative process to which it has 
contributed, and, other things being 
equal, the surface from which the can- 
cerous tumor has been excised will heal 
over by first intention, thus saving the 
patient from a prolonged and painful 
period of convalescence. Of course, every 
precaution is taken, by the use of steril- 
izing processes and antiseptic solutions, to 
render the operation thoroughly aseptic, 
so that the chances of inflammatory dis- 
turbances from bacterial sources are re- 
duced to the lowest minimum. 

The thickness of these delicate human 
plasters probably does not exceed one- 
sixtieth of an inch, and the resulting 
hemorrhage is not more than what one 
sees on a slight abrasion of the skin, or 
it may be compared to the sanguineous 
oozing one gets from too earnest tonsorial 
attention.—Boston Herald. 


The Theatrical Season. 

Thomas H. Davis, theatrical man- 
ager, says: “This season.on the road has 
been remarkable, in that the better class 
of plays have received more encourage- 
ment than ever before. On the other 
hand many of the cheap spectacular and 
operatic companies have lost money or 
gone to pieces. The truth is that the 
people outside of New York are becom- 
ing quite as good judges of dramatic 
performances as can be found in the 
metropolis, and any effort on the part of 
cunning managers to humbug them 
stands a poor show of success.

Supplying Moving Engines with Water. 

Bya new invention which is being 
tried on some of the southern railroads 
itis thought possible that engines can 
be supplied with water when -necessary 
without stopping. The system is ex- 
plained as follows: There is to be a 
tower over each well or stream that is 
to supply water, about forty feet high, 
and from this tower is suspended by a 
wire cable a tank or bucket holding 
about 2,500 gallons of water. The same 
is raised by passing locomotives, and 
the water discharged automatically into 
a storage tank. The bucket that con- 
veys the water to the storage tank, when 
emptied, goes back antomatically into 
the well or stream of supply, and is filled 
ready for the next locomotive. This 
saves the expense of a stationary engine 
and fuel, with engine and such expense 
as attends the present system, and gives 
equal tee of reliable supply.— 
New York Telegram.

Excitement in a Belgian Tows. 
It is promised that it will not be long 


into a contract with the local gas com- 
pany for the public lighting of the town. 
It was agreed that the price should be 
fixed at $8,000 per annum, the contract 
to exist for fifty-five years. Thus the 
agreement remains good for another 
twenty-five years. The municipality, 
seeing around cheaper gas and a more 
desirable light in the form of the electric 
light, have come to the conclnsion that 
they are decidedly at a disadvantage. 
They say that the price which was con-. 
sidered just when the contract was made 
should now be reduced, as it is excessive 
when compared with other towns where 
only $1,000 per annum is paid for the 
same amount of light. 

As the gas company refuses to reduce 
its price, complaints regarding defective 
lighting, which had previously been per- 
mitted to pass unnoticed, are now nu- 
merons, the inhabitants entering hearti- 
ly into;the spirit of the situation. Ac- 
cording to the latest accounts the gas 
company had fallen on troublous times. 
The municipality had made up its mind 
that. ițit could not get the gas at area- 
sonable rate it would secure it at alow 
one, and possibly make a profit on the 


The method adopted is decidedly rigor- 
ous. For every gas jet below the con- 
tract candle power a fine of forty centa 
is imposed; for each square of glass not 
properly cleaned, a fine of ten cents; a 
broken glass, ten cents, and for a lamp 
extinguished a caution first and a fine 
afterward. The campaign is affording 
immense gratification to the inhabitants 
of that quiet little town, which has sel- 
dom fallen on such a bonanza in the way 
of a sensation, and the gas company 
seems destined either to make a speedy 
change of front or give up its. contract. 
—New York Commercial Advertiser. 


8kin Grafting by Machinery. 

Saturday morning, at the Massachu- 
setts General hospital, a little instru- 
ment, invented by Dr. Mixter, wonder- 
ful in its simplicity, constructed so as 
to separate quite large portions of epi- 
dermis from the subcutaneous tissue, 
was used for the first time. 

The patient had been etherized, and had 
undergone an operation for the removal 
of a cancerous growth from the left 
breast, and the wound thus made was 
quite an extensiveone. The instrument 
was applied to the anterior portion of 
the right thigh, and three strips, about 
an inch wide by six inches long, were 
taken off and transplanted to the ex- 
posed surface of the breast. The opera- 
tion of removing the skin and trans- 
planting it to its new quarters did not 
occupy more than about aix minutes. 

A very few days will suffice to restore 
the denuded surface of the thigh to ita 
hormal condition, leaving few traces of 
the reparative process to which it has 
contributed, and, other things being 
equal, the surface from which the can- 
cerous tumor has been excised will heal 
over by first intention, thus saving the 
patient from a prolonged and painful 
period of convalescence, Of course, every 
precaution is taken, by the use of steril- 
izing processes and antiseptic solations, to 
render the operation thoroughly aseptic, 
so that the chances of inflammatory dis- 
turbances from bacterial sources are re- 
duced to the lowest minimum. 

The thickness of these delicate human 
plasters probably does not exceed one- 
sixtieth of an inch, and the resulting 
hemorrhage is not more than what one 
sees on a alight abrasion of the skin, or 
it may be compared to the sanguineous 
oozing one gets from too earnest tonsorial 
attention.—Boston Herald. 


The Theatrical Season. 

Thomas H. Davis, theatrical man- 
ager, says: "This season on the road has 
been remarkable, in that the better class 
of plays have received more encourage- 
ment than ever before. On the other 
hand many of the cheap spectacular and 
operatic companies have lost money or 
gone to pieces. The truth is that the 
people outside of New York are becom- 
ing quite as good judges of dramatic 
performances as can be found in the 
metropolis, and any effort on the part of 
cunning managers to humbug them 
stands a poor show of success. In my 
experience I find that New York is be- 
coming less and less a factor in the suc- 
cess of any dramatic production. The 
time was, a few years ago, when & suc- 
cessful ran in New York decided the 
fate of a piece. It is now no longer the 
case.” —New York Herald.

It was ex- 
amined by several gentlemen who wero 
present, and it was universally conceded 
to be a remarkable gem. Mr. Malley 
placed its value at $75, and this estimate 
was accepted as being none too high. 
He proposes to have it finished up and 
mounted. The oyster in which the gem 
was found came from one of the local 
dealers and was taken from a bed in the 
Sound.—New Haven Register.

“Immonse Quantities” of Peaches. 


The Baltimore Sun of Tuesday says: 

Mr. James H. Gale, who has an orch- 
ard of 3,500 peach trees near Tolchester, 
in Kent county, exhibited in the Sim 
office some specimens of the Mountain 
Rose variety, which are of unusual size 
for the season. On one twig, a foot in 
length, there were thirteen peaches— 
aboutone to every inch of the twig— 
each peach as large as a medium-sized 
hickory nut. Mr. Gale says he does not 
plow his orchard every season, and keeps 
sheep in it, which he considers benefi- 
cial. From his specimens of Mountain 
Rose and Old Mixon varieties the trees 
are too fall and the frnit will be all the 
better if half the crop should fall, as it is 
likely to do in Jung even then it is 
feared the remainder will be too much 
for the trees to carry. Mr.J. W. Wood, 
of Patapsco Neck, who has about 2,000 
trees, and grows six varieties of peaches, 
gives pretty nearly the same views of the 
crop prospects as Mr. Gale. He exhibit- 
ed twigs from all his varieties, which are 
well advanced and of good size. Mr,

evidence that some trees, at least, are 
overloaded, and would be benefitted by 
losing half the frnit now in sight The 
prespect is decidedly that there will be a 
full crop of peaches in Maryland. Mr. 
Gale advises the Baltimore packers to 
make preparations for handling immense 
quantities. 


The Iron Centre. 


Mr. Edward Atkinson, of Boston, was 
in Roanoke, Va., Saturday, on his return 
from a visit to a number of prominent 
points in the booming South. In con- 
versation with newspaper interviewer 
Mr, Atkinson said that he had traveled 
entirely, around the region described by 
him as the situs of the iron industry of 
the world, and what he bad seen had 
confirmed him in his statement that a 
man standing on top of Great Smoky 
mountain, in Western North Carolina, 
could view the centre uf the iron indus- 
try of the world. “In using that expres- 
sion,” ssid Mr. Atkinson, “I mean by 
the centre of the iron industry not that 
the iron industry will be centred there, 
bnt use the term relatively as I would in 
speaking of the centre of the population 
in the United States. I mske this ex- 
planation that I may not be misunder- 
stood. The iron industry will centre in 
Ganglia at separate points, but this region 
as I have said before, is to be the situs of 
the iron indastry of the world.” 


Marylund’s Settiers. 


Under the sheltering branches of a 
mulberry tree, 257 years ago the early 
pilgrims of Maryland stood and madea 
compact to found a government with 
civil and religious liberty for its basis. 
These pilgrims, with Leonard Calvert at 
their bead, landed on the beautiful pro- 
montory in St. Mary's county, March 27, 
1634. There they established the city of 
St. Mary's and at once began the erection 
of bomes.. This spot has become en- 
deared to Marylanders and is held in 
reverence by every liberty-loving citizen 
of the Union as the spot where the 
foundation of that personal liberty was 
lsid upon which the’republic is built, 
and the grstefol people of Maryland have 
prepared a lasting memorial to mark the 
spotand to perpetuate the memory of 
Leonard Calvert, which will be dedicat- 
ed with suitable ceremonies on May 27th 
next. 

Ap Interesting Question.

“The Peoples Party.” 

The National Union Conference which 
bas been In session in Cincinnatti this 
week gave birth last Wednesday to a 
third National Party and named it The 
People’s Party of the United States of 
America, Senator Peffer of Kansas pre- 
sided over the convention which seems 
to have been made up of ex-greenback- 
ers, ex-grangers, labor leaders and Farma) 
ers Alliance representatives. The con- 
vention declined to adopt a temperance 
plant for its\platform and denounced 
everything in the way of banking and 
monetary Institutions now existing, and 
calls upon congress to issue its obliga- 
tions to an unlimited extent upon a solid 
basis as for as it can and a fictitious basis 
the balance the of way. 

HERE IS THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 

Your committee on resolutions beg 
leave to submit the following: 

Firgt.—That in view of the great social, 
industrial and’ economical revolution 
now drawing upon the civilised world 
and the new snd living issues conforting 
the American peorle, we believe that 
the time has arrived for a crystallization 
of the political reform forces of this coun- 
try and the formation of what should be 
known as the people's party of the Uni- 
ted States of America. 

Second.—That, we most heartily in- 
dorse the demands of the platform as 
adopted at St. Louis, Mo.,in 1889, in 
Ocala, Fla., in 1890, and Cmaha Neb., in 
1891, by industrial organization there 
represented, summarized as follows: 

A. The right to make and isane money 
is a sovereign power (0 De maintained by 
the people for the common benefit, hence 
we demand the; abolition of national 
banks as banks of issue, and as a substi- 
tute for national bank notes we demand 
that legal tender treasury notes be jssued 
in sufficient volume to transact the busi- 
ness of the country on a cash basis, with- 
out damage or especial advantage to any 
class or calling, such notes to be legal 
tender in payment of all debts, public 
and private, and such notes, when de- 
manded by the people, shall be loaned to 
them st not more than three per cent. 
per annum upon non-perishable products 
as indicated in the sub-treasury plan. 
and also upon real estate, with proper 
limitation upon the quantity of land and 
amount of money. 

B. We demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. | 

C. We demand the passage of laws 
prohibiting alien ownership of land, and 
that Congress take ‘prompt action to de- 
vise some plan to obtain all lands now 
owned by alien and foreign syndicates 
and that all land held by railroads and 
other cbrporations in excess of such as is 
actually used and needed by them, be 
reclaimed by the government and held 
for actual settlers oply. 

D. believing the doctrine of equal 
rights to all and special privilege to none, 
we demand that taxation, national, state 
or municipal, shall not be used to build 
up one interest or class at the expense 
of another. 

E. We demand that all revenues—na- 
tional, state or county—shall be limited 
to the necessary expenses of the govern- 
ment, economically and honestly admin- 
istered. 

F. We demand a just and equitable 
system of graduated tax on income. 

G. We demand the most rigid, honest 
and just national control and supervision 
ofthe means of public communication 
transportation, and if this control and 
supervision does not remove the abuses 
now existing, we demand the govern- 
ment ownership of such means of com- 
munication and transportation. 

H. We demand thelelection of Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and U. 8. Senators 
by a direct vote of the people. 

Third.—That we urge united action of 
sl] progressive organizations in attending 
the conference called for February 22, 
1892, by six of the leading reform orgah- 
izations. 

Fourth —that s national central com- 
mittee be appointed by this conference 
to be composed of a chairman, to be elect- 
ed by this body, and of three membefs 
from each State represented, to be named 
by each State delegation. 

Fifth.—That this central committee 
shall represent this body, attend the na- 
tional conference on February 22, 1892, 
and if possible unite with that and all 
other reform organizations there assem- 
bied. If no satisfactory arrangement can 
be effected this committee shall call a 
national convention not later than June 
1, 1892, for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

Sixth.—That the members of the cen- 
tral comniittee for each State where there 
is no independent political organization 
conduct an active system of political 
agitation in their respective States. 

Additional resolutions nota part of the 
platform were presented. They recom- 
mended favorable consideration of: uni- 
versal suffrage, demanded treasury notes 
to pay soldiers equivalent to coin, favored 
eight hours a day and condemn the ac- 
tion of the World’s Fair commission with 
reference to wages.

MANGLED BODIES, 


A Young Man Moots = Horrible Death—A 
colorea Vietim of the Rallroed. 

An unusual and sickening spectacle 
confronted the railroad people aud other 
spectators last Mohday afternoon, in the 
violent death which young Wm. C. Hay- 
man met at the station of the New York, 
Philadelphia & Norfolk railroad here. 

Mr, Hayman was operator and assist- 

ant agent at this place, and was highly 
esteemed by the rallroad officials for his 
reliability and strict attention to business, 
The circumstances which led to his 
shocking death are these: A special 
freight made up at Delmar, came past 
Salisbury station ata ten-mile rate bound 
for Pocomoke Oity, where the young 
man’s family and friends reside, Asthe 
train steamed past the station here, Mr. 
Hayman jumped from his desk, ran out 
to the platform and seized a bandholdon 
one of the cars with one hand. In the 
other hand he held afsmall box which 
be purposed filling with strawberries at 
the Frankford side-track to send to a 
friend in Pocomoke City. Being encum 
bered with the box be failed to secure a 
footing on the car, which was about mid- 
way thé train of ten or a dozen, and was 
dragged ‘along the platform a distance of 
several feet till his right leg was caught 
by a track and almost completcly cut 
from his body by the several wheels 
which passed over the member before 
the train could be stopped. Several men 
saw the inevitable fete of the young 
man and hid their faces to shut ont the 
awful sight. After the train had passed 
and stopped beyond the crossing, friends 
hastened to the unfortanate man and 
lifted his body to the platform. It was 
at once seen that his injuries were fatal. 
On examination the thigh bone of the 
sawe leg which was cut off was discover- 
ed to be broken and the ragged end pro 
traded through the muscle of the thigh. 
The skull, too, had been crushed by vio- 
lent contact with the platform and tne 
brain was exposed at the side of the 
cranium. Within a very short time af- 
ter the accident, Drs. Dennis & Folton, 
Slemons & Morris, and Todd & Todd, 
were by the mutiJated and pnconscious 
form, which was then placed upon a 
stretcher and gently taken to the ladies’ 
waiting room where, at 6.40 o’clock—a 
little over an hour after the horribleeyent 
occurred—he gasped his last, never hav- 
ing regained consciousness. 

Constable Trader summoned a jury of 
inquest, Wm. A. Holloway, foreman, who 
exonerated the railroad company from 
all responsibility and blame. Just be- 
fore § o'clock the family of the lamented 
man arrived on a special train from Poco- 
mote City delegated for that purpose by 
Superintendent Dunne. The anguish of 
the stricken mother was pitiful to wit- 
ness, when, on approaching the bier she 
beheld the dead form of her son who 
had left her that morning well and hap- 
py. Undertaker Hill placed the remains 
on ice and sent them to Pocomake City 
Monday night where they were interred 
Tuesday.

death, it follews, that if each one is to have 
re -in g $2,000 paid to his family at his death, each 
pe one, on an average, must pay in that amount 
gon his lifetime, and at’$20 per year it will require jast one hundred years 
jo it. : 

The average expectation of those joining these societies is about thirty years, 
so that each member paying $20 a year through life will pay in the £ 
for which he ex the society to pay $2,000 to his family. Where does the 
deficiency of $1,400 come from? One sha Anse new blood will pay it? Each new 
man joing the society to secttre $2,900 for his family at his death, and at the same 
cost as the older members. 

The fallacy of the new blood theory is so apparent, that another reply had to be 
invented, to wit: “The secret of success is in the dropping out of members; we 
bave had the use of their money while they paid their assessments, and when they 
dropped out we were relieved of the liability.” 5 

t is the boast of these societies that each member pays the exact cost of his 
insurance from month to month, and when he drops out there fs not one cent of 
money in the treasury. But nothing is said abont the cost of getting substitutes to 
take the places of “dropped-ont” members. - 

It is admitted, tbat, to insure success, the ranks must be kept full by new 
recruits, and each recruit means a new liability, for the impaired risk will not be the 
first to drop out. : 

Mr. Aug. F. Harvey, Actuary of the aon of Honor, bas reported, at their 
request, to that organization. He says: “But progressive increase of death rate 
“must be looked for. Every advocate of Co operative Insurance who assertr—be- 
“lieving or pretending to believe—that by the ‘infusion Of new blood’ the dea'b 
“rate can be kept down to the same percentage, year by year, commits a woef | 
“blunder. The thing cannot be done. The benefit of medical selection wears off;

“members grow old; the law of increasing percentage of mortality; with increas 
“age, is a law out of nature and cannot be modified by actuaries or anyone else, su'hug 
“we cannot theorize or hope it out of the way. The most that ran be experte 
“that by constant attention to selections, and a reasonably rapid increase in adi -- 
“sion of young lives, the apparent increas of the rate mav be moderate.” “Ths 
“general result is that our insurance is cheap, and regarding it as it really ix, te n- 
“porary insurance from the date of one assessment to thirty days after the dae uf 
“the next, there is every reason to encourage the growth of the Legion by the 
“admission of young lives, provided, however, that the younger members 
“vwill-adhere to the promises made by them, that they will continue to pay assess- 
“ments and retain their membership when the death-roll crawls up to the table 
“rate and demands for $2,000 drafts become more numerous.” 

Thousands of these societies have flourished for a time and disappeared, and 
the cause of disaster in every case was the same, viz.: dropping out of members, 
owing to increased death rate and consequent increase in number of assessments. 

The system is not new; it was thoroughly tested in England and abandoned, 
over a century ago, and the assertion that English assessment societies are now in 
existence, which have flonrished for a long series of gel is absolutely untrue,* 
as benefit societies in Englagg are conducted on a totally different principle. 

Twenty dollars a vear for $2,000 insurance is assuming a death tate of one per 
cent., anıl during the first few years of a society this is about the rate that may be 
expected; but it can casily be shown that a society continued for a number of years, 
increased annually by new additions, will, under most favorable *circumstances, 
reach a death rate of three per cent. Half such a rate would be fatal to any assess- 
ment society, for with the addition of Lodge dues and other expenses, the cost 
would be so great that dropping out would be the rule and new blood the exception. 

“Good enongh while it Jasts” is the reply of many who belong to these associ- 
ations, and when reminded of the danger of finding themselves without insurance, 
and with health impaired, they retort that they are willing to cake those chances. 
Unfortunately, however, it is their wives and children whose interests are ti imperiled. 
Any scheme promising to furnish dollars at leas cost than one hundred centa, 


without the aid of interesar, should be carefully examined before investing in it. 


By earning compound: interest on all amounts not required for the4agyment of 
losses, a life insurance company is enabled, not only to provide for every policy at 
matonrity, bot to return large dividends annually to the insured, and to pay a sub- 
stantial surrender value, either in cash or in paid-up insurance, so that when a 
party wishes to terminate his insurance he finds the cost far less than in an assess- 
ment society. > 

Of the comparative cost of insurance, Mr. Haryey says: “It is an unfair com- 
“parison to put the cost of insurance in onr form against higher premium policies 
“(higher than one-year temporary insurance policies), because in all cases after two 
“or three years in any company, the reserve, or sum left in hands of the company, 
“after adding interest tothe premiom and deducting the current cost, is always 
“available for future insuranee until it is exhausted in carrying the policy for its 
“full amount, or for continuous insurance of some smaller sum.” S 

Legitimate life insnrance companies recognize the fact ig the life of man 
shonld, if the lawa that control it are res , come to a cl by a gradual de- 
cline and failure of the vital forces, and this deterioration must be provided for in 
the earlier years of a policy; therefore the payments are equalized ever the whole 
of hia futare lifetime. .

A Drop of Christ's Blood. 

Last year Weingarten,a town of the Ger- | 
man kingdom, Wurtemburg, celebrated 
the eight hundredth anniversary of the 
possession of a drop of Christ's blood. 
Eight hundred years ago the precious 
relic was presented to the Benedictine ab- 
bey of that place by the Duchess Judith, 
daughter of Duke Baldwin, of Flanders. 
Through this long period of time the ves- 
sel containing the blood has been keptin 
the church connected with the monas- 
tery, excepting war times, when it had | 
to be hid at more safe places. Though the | 
Benedictine monks were expelled long 
ago and the monastery converted at the | 
first into an orphan asylum, then into | 
military barracks, the church with ita 
valuable treasure was left untouched. | 
Today the blood may be seen as fresh 
and uninjured’as that of a living man. 

Each year, on the Friday after the 
Feast of the Ascension, ft is carried | 
around in solemn procession. The priest | 
who carries the vessel rides on horseback, 
followed by more than a thousand like- | 
wise on horseback, not counting the 
crowds that follow the procession on foot. 
In the year 1773 there were-employed | 
7.055 horses. For this occasion pilgrims | 
came from all the neighboring countries. 
Never, however, was there such splendor 
exhibited as last year, the eight hun- 
dredth anniversary. The procession 
lasted two hours. All those on horse- 
back were dressed according to the fash- 
ion of the Eleventh and Twelfth cent- 
uries.

What is generally believed to be the 
oldest house standing in Boston has been 
transferred from one estate to another 
for the first time in over 200 years. The 
property is known as the Wells mansion. 
The sale was made by the Wells estate 
to Mr. A. Ratshesky, a Hebrew million- 
aire. 

This interesting relic of the colonial 
period, now used forastore and tene- 
ments, bears a strong resemblance in ite 
style of architecture to the old Dickens 
house in London. Itis a twostory frame 


| structure, very substantial and likely to 


last another generation, if not torn down 
to make room for a modern building. 
The striking peculiarity of its exterior is 
that its second story projects six inches 
or more beyond the walls of the first—a 
freak of construction that cannot be ac- 
counted for on any known ground of 
practical use or ornamentation. The 
title was examined into by John T. Has- 
san, who discovered that it had not pre- 
viously been inquired into since 1681, 
when it came into the possession of the 
forefathers of the present comptrollers 
of the Wells estate.—Boston Post.

A few-weeks later, in the month of 
January, 1814, before his departure to 
the army, and when M. de. Caulaincourt 
had already started for the Chatillion

these conversations, which were kept up 
far into the night, he often opened his 
mind tohim in a strange fashion. Thus 
he several times repeated to him, after 
reading the dispatches in which the Duke 
of Vicenza told him of the progress of 
the Chatillion negotiations, “Ah! if Tal- 
leyrand were there he would pull me 
through.”—Talleyrand’s Memoirsin Cen- 
tury. 
Poisoned by His Easy Chair. 

A distinguished citizen passed away 
recently under circumstances which will 
arouse a feeling of sorrow in those who 
realize how life might have been pre- 
served. Ex-Mayor Samuel C. Cobb was 
one of the sturdiest of Bostonians, But 
gradually he began to fail in health, 
with such slowness that the decline was 
not noticed nntil it had gone far, very 
far, but with a fatal sureness that no 
medical skill conld at the last avert. It 
was all a mystery. The physicians doc- 
tored him for this and for that, surmis- 
ing now one disease and anotker, until 
at the last moment, just a few weeks be- 
fore his death, they discovered the real 
trouble. 

Arsenical poisoning was at the root, 
and that poisoning had been steadily go- 
ing on for years. His curtains, his wall 
paper, and, more particularly, his favor- 
ite easy chair, were made of material 
that contained the deadly arsenic, and 
the poor man had unknowingly been 
breathing in the poison while supposing 
he was resting and gaining strength. It 
was very sad.— Boston Cor.

In 1883 Easter fell on March 25, and it 
will only once again in this century, 
namely, in 1894, fall on so early a date.

The earliest date on 
which Easter can fall is on March 22, 
and this only in case the moon is full on 
March 21, when this date happens to 
fall on Saturday.

again in 1990, 2076 and 2144,

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HENRY MEYER’S REMAINS. 

He Was Incinerated to the Hiasi ot Z 
Band—His Ashes Were Cust Into the 
Air from the Statue of Liberty in New 
York Harbor—All as He Directed.

A jovial thongh an odd soul, and a 
hotel keeper for thirty years at Port 
Bichmond, Mr, Meyer was well known 
to every Staten Islander and a good 
many other people, too. From the name 
of his hotel he got to be called “Puck” 
Meyer, so that his real first name was 
generally forgotten. He was a skeptic, 
a socialist, a strennons advocate of cre- 
mation, a pretty good -liver and a man 
of great popularity in spite of a thousand 
pectiliarities which will be Staten Island 
folk lore for generations. 

No one saw “Puck” die. He was 
„found dead in his bed in the hotel on the 
morning of Feb. 14. His wifé was the 
first to discover his death. As his will, 
made many years ago, directed, the body 
was taken to the Fresh Pond crematory, 
on Long Island, two days later and in- 
cinerated. A committee from the Staten 
Island Schuetzen corps, of which Meyers 
had been a member, accompanied the 
remains in three carriages, with a brass 
band. 

The body was dressed in the blue uni- 
form of the Schuetzen corps, and after it 
had been consumed the brass buttons 
and other pieces of metal which the fire 
had not destroyed were preserved as 
souvenirs. The ashes, weighing little 
more than three pounds, were of a 
whitish color and as feathery as cigar 
ashes. They were carefully placed in a 
round tin box and put in charge of First 
Lieut. Moritz Wegerle. Then, with the 
band playing a lively air, the party re- 
turned to Staten Island.

To avoid curiosity Lieut. Wegerle had | 
the tin boxina brown Gladstone bag. | 
He swung this careleasly in his hand as 
the party climbed to the top of the ped- 
estal Then they went outside the statue | 
on the stone platform surrounding it, 
and there the bag was opened and the | 
master of ceremonies disclosed four | 
brown paper bags, each containing an 
equal amount of Meyer's ashes. There | 
was à spoonfal or two left in the bottom 
of the cass, which were saved for 
“Puck's” married sister on Staten Island 
at her request. 

As he handed around the bags Mr.

“Here are the ashes of old ‘Puck’ 
Meyer. He was a good man, beloved by 
all Inever knew of any wrong thing 
he ever did.” 

Each man that got a bag stuck it into 
his pocket. Then the party 
to climb the winding stairs to Liberty's 
head.

and not unbecoming tinge from Indian 
ancestry. Traveling theatrical com- 
panies, army officers and private soldiers 
on leave or on duty, and Indiandelega- 
tions going on or returning from a visit 
to the great father at Washington, are 
current types in a southwest passenger 
train. 
Almost without exception the passen- 
gers are affable and disposed to conver- 
sation. Stiffness and reserve among fel- 
low passengers by stage or by rail vanish 
west of the hundredth meridian. 

There is an excellent dinner, plentifal 
and well served, at the pleasant and 
roomy railroad restaurant, with so much 
time allowed for the stay that the 
traveler, aftershis ample and leisurely 
meal, is abl walk about in this bar- 
barously t scene and make bar- 
gains with the brown and worldly wise 
sons and daughters of the country for 
such of their wares as he fancies. The 
Pueblo Indians hasten toward any one 
whosevegie they may catch, hold up their 
goods, and address him in a language 
mainly aboriginal, with perhaps a few 
Spanish and American words inter- 
mingled, but the only part of the dis- 
course really understood on either side is 
the extemporized sign language. 

They ask several prices, expecting to 
be beaten down to a fair rate, and they 
seldom will let the possible castomer get 
away without consummating a trade, 
Demure, swarthy Pueblo children took 
on the transactions of their elders with 
great interest, the larger girls helping 
their mothers by carrying the very 
young children in a couch made by 

a shawl about their necks. 
INDIAN POTTERY. 

The Indian pottery is the ware most 
purchasé§, by the passengers. It is 
quaint of pattern, and in its. way much 
of it ia really beautiful. The material 
of which it is made is a white or grayish 
tinted clay, which the men bring to the 
women, who are the pottery makers. 
The Indians guard jealously the secret 
of the places where are found the earth 
that makes the choicest kinds, The 
hunter, prospector or railroad explorer 
coming suddenly upon these natives en~“ 
gaged in digging clay for the purpose is 
likely to remember the terror and con- 
sternation which they exhibit. 

The molded pottery is buried in dry 
sheep’s dung, which is fired, and thns it 
is baked. The material used in making 
the striped designs is . decoction from a 
certain green root which the Indians

OYSTER PLANTING. 


Letter from Baltimore 


We received last week from the Mary- 
land Oyster Bureau of Baltimore, the 
following letter wbich we cheerfully 
publish - 

We beg from you and your readers the 
same kind reception for this letter aa was 
accorded by your distinguished towns- 
man, the Hon. E. Stanley Toadvin, to a 
proposition which was made to the last 
Legislature by a number of persons en» 
gaged in oyster packing in Baltimore. 
Mr. Toadvin did not happen to agree 
with the views of the gentlemen who 
wished a charter for oyster planting, but 
he treated them and theirrepresentatives 
with the urbanity and personal courtesy 
which is not only a guality of that gen- 
Ueman, bot is a distinguishing feature of 
Eastern Shoremen ererywhere. 

The packers to whom we hare above 
referred wished to obtain from the State 
of Maryland a special charter permitting 
them to emgare in orster planting. The 
cround which ther had selected for their 
proposed operations was in the northern 
part of the bar, but it included some of 
the natural orster beds. For this latter 
reason the movement of the Baltimore 
oster packers to which we have referred 
was met with determined opposition. 

Since the last session of the Legislature 
these packers bave disbanded their or- 
ganization; as we are told, and have giy- 
en up the idea of obtaining any special 
privileges from the state. This Bureau 
bas been established by a number of per- 
sons interested in the cause of oyster 
planting. Its principal purpose now is 
to collect all obtainable information re- 
lating to the industry.of oyster planting 
in all parts of the world. Onur final ob- 

ject is to present such a law to the next 
Legislature of Maryland as will increase 
the supply of oysters in the state without 
injuriously affecting the rights of any in- 
dividual citizen. 

We all know that oyster planting in- 
creases the supply. This has been the 
case everywhere. The beds of France, 
formerly barren, are now productive asa 
result of oyster culture. Many regions 
in England where boatmen had been 
driven from the waters on account of the 
scarcity of oysters, are now prosperous 
tbrough oyster farming. Ehode Island 
has increased her supply ten time over, 
in this way. Seed oysters, sold from the 
bottoms of the Chesapeake bay, have en- 
riched planters and boatmen in Long 
Island sound. The Delaware waters now 
yield fine results from the same source. 
The business is progressing finely in 
Virginia. Maryland, the peculiar home 
of the oyster, bas been slow and even 
now hesitates to change the present con- 
ditions. Our beds were so rich that it 
seemed impossible to exhaust them. Our 
resources were 80 vast and nature has 
been so lavish, that we have arrived 
slowly at the conclusion that over fishing 
msy make our great preserves barren. 
The day has come, however, when a 
condition, not a theory, confronts us. 
The demand for oysters, in sil parts of 
the United States, far exceeds even our 
great natural supply. 

Upon the foregoing facts, eM ciear to 
us, that we most increase our supply or 
lose our trade. No American likes to 
lose his trade, so we have set about, in 
various ways, to increase the supply. 
The present culling law was the result of 
much deliberation, and it has proven 
effectiye. It is only a partis] measure: 
It is difficult of enforcement. Itis unjust 
in many ways to the fishermen. 

We have been ssying for many years 
that oyster planting must come some day. 
The time bas now arrived. The ques- 
tion is not so much whether oyster 
planting sball be introduced, but, in 
what manner sball it be conducted? 

ARE OPPOSED TO OYSTER PLANTING 
IN MARYLAND? 

The farmers seem greatly in favor of 
this indastry. It would be strange if 
they were not. The revenue which the 
state could derive from this single source 
would be suficient in a few years to pay 
the state debt, if we got no more for our 
lands per acre than Rhodé Island re- 
ceives for her oyster lands. The farmer 
is now actively engaged in looking to his 
own interests, which have been so long 
neglected by legislators. He sees adyan- 
tages which would accrue directly to him 
throngh the introduction of this industry 
and he is asking all over the state, “Why 
shall we not bave it?" 

The boatmen are supposed to be the 
only persons opposed to oyster planting. 
We find, however, upon careful investi- 
gation, that many of the dredgers are in 
favor of planting. They say, however, 
to a man, “Don't kas the natural oyster 
beds.” We ament tothia We are against 
leasing the natural oyster beds also. Let 
these natural beds stay open for the ben- 
efit of all the citizens of the state. Pro- 
tect them in the best way we can, but let 
them be used as commons of fisheries. 
It is only the extreme advocates of oys- 
ter planting who desire to plant every- 
-where. People who sdyocate leasing 
the natural beds, do not understand the 
éonditions that exist in the tidewater 
counties, They are theorists in the true 
sense and not practical men. 

Our proposition is for the state to lease 
the barren bottoms of the bay, places 
where no oysters sre now Let 
no man be permitted to take more than 
a certain reasonable amount Let the 
beds not be sold, but only leased. The 
lease, however, should be long and con- 
tinge while the industry of planting oys-

swallowed op in thie way. We quid 
make it impossible, however, fof such an 
imaginary syndicate or corporation to 
to take large tracts of oyster land. An 
oyster planting law could provide against 
etch ownership. We must say that 
these suggestions about syndicates and 
corporation do not seem very practical, 
since nò such body ts trying ériproposing, 
even, to take tracts ‘of land in the Bay. 
A fetr gentlemen in Baltimore have pro- 
pored that the Johns Hopkins University 
should receive asuch a grant, bot this 
suggestion has not met with serious con- 
sideration. 

You Will please note the fact, however, 
that the principle talk about monopolies, 
comes from the only class of persons 
who now have a monopoly in the oyster 
businéss. The commission men Beem 
most opposed to monopolies, and they 
themselves, conduct the only monopoly 
that exists in the trate. They practical- 
ly control the price of oysters to boat- 
men, and they control the prites of oys- 
ters to packers. We have not seen, how- 
ever, that the strong and sensible men 
amongst thé commission merchants are 
opposed fo a rational system of oyster 
planting. It would seem against their 
direct interests to have oyster planting, 
but many of them ete wise enough to 
accept the fact that oysters are scarce 
and something must be done to increase 
the supply, 

This Bureau has been established to 
advance the cause of oyster planting and 
oyster farming in the barren portions of 
the Bay. We have, however, formed no 
definite opinions yet as to what laws 
should be passed. We know the oppor- 
tunities for information on this subject 
in the Eastern Shore. We are especially 
desirous of presenting such a law as 
would be agreeable to the tidewater 
counties. The readers of your valuable 
paper may furnish, ‘through your col- 
umns, important suggestions on this sub- 
ject. Ifthere are real objections to any 
oyster. planting law, why should not 
these be stated in an independent jour- 
nal like yours? If certain views as tothe 
mode of introducing the industry are 
right, and other views are wrong, why 
should not the right be maintained, and 
the wrong be combatted through the 
press? We earnestly hope that this let- 
ter will be productive of responses, 
through which our efforts to gain a true 
and proper solution to this question may 
be greatly aided. Weare,

A SAD DEATE. 


Violent Dissolution of a Respected Gentle- 
man of this County. 


~ 


From the Baltimore Son of last Wed- 
nesday we take the following account of 
the vonar and shocking death of Mr. 
Georgt T. Eobeitëoi : 

Mr. George T. Robetteoh, thief clerk 

at the Maryland- House of Correction, 
was struck by an express train and ip- 
stantly killed yesterday morning at 7.35 
o'clock oh the Washington branch B, & 
O. tallfoad, edr Btidewsll station. He 
was at the time returning from Jessup's 
postoffice where he had gone for the mail 
of the institution. He was walking up 
the north bound track, and is supposed 
to have had bis attention attracted by a 
local train that was moving off from 
Bridewell when he was struck. The ex- 
press approached him frum the rear, and 
he was not seen to notice it. Engineer 
B. F. Nally of the train which struck Mr. 
Robertson, aaid, “I saw & man on the 
track and blew the whistle a nuttiber of 
times. 1 alsoshut off the stedin and ap- 
plied the air brakes, but was too close to 
stop my train’. When the locomotive 
struck the man he was thrown into the 
air and fell about three ftet from the 
outside rail of the north-bound track. I 
stopped the train, and Condactor Gray 
went back to pick the body up.” Detec- 
tive James Wirts, of the B. & 0., who 
was aboard of the train, was the first to 
reach the body. Mr. John Mayfieldyas- 
sistant superintendent of the Hotse of 
Correction, was standingin the yard at 
the time of the accident. His attention 
tras attracted by the danger signals of 
the trains. He went to the place 
of the accident and took charge of 
the remaind. 

The top of Mr. Robertson's head was 
knocked off, the left shoulder was broken 
and the right leg was cut off below the 
knee. A pair of shoes worn by Mr. Rob- 
ertson were found standing near the 
track. They did not show any sign of 
the accident, and it is supposed they 
were thrown from the victim's feet by 
the shock. The remains were gathered 
up and placed on a band car and taken 
to the Honse of Correction, where Super- 
intendent Jease Moore had them prepar- 
ed for burial: Mr. Robertson's watch 
was found Fanning in his pocket, but the 
case had two dents in it. An umbrella 
Was also found with the staff broken in 
sma pieces. Coroner James Bannon 
gave a certificate of accidental death. 
Mr. Robertson was Forty-nine years old 
and a resident of Barren Creek Springs, 
Wicomico county, Md., where a brother 
and sister live. He was appointed 
chief clerk of the Maryland House of 
Correction in September, 1888, and was 
reappointed on the seventh of the pres- 


| ent month. Superintendent Jesse Moore 


said Mr. Robertson filled the position of 
He whs a faith- 
fo) and competent man in every respect. 
Socially he endeared himself to all the 
officers of the institution, and his death 
caused the Joss of a valuable officer and 
a courteous gentleman. All work at-the 
institution was suspended yesterday. 
Superintendent Moore notified Mr. Rob- 
ertson's family of the accident, and re- 
ceived 2 telegram irom Senator E. Stan- 
ley Toalvin directing that the remains 
be sent to Barren Creek Springs today. 
Deputy Superintendent Mayfield and 
officer John Davis will take the remains 
home. Mr-Robertson's -sister who was 
visitingin Baltimore vesterday, went to 
the Hose of Correction last night, and 
will acmmpany the remains to Barren 


| Creek Springs. 


Mr. Robertson was well and favorably 
known in this county where he was 
born ard reared, being the son of the 
late Rebert D. Robertson. He was a 
teacherin the pablicschools of the coun- 
ty for e:veral years but resigned in 1880. 
He afterward served as collector of state 
and connty taxes in the second collection 
district. Meanwhile he carried on his 
farm in Barren Creek district, where he 
resided till he received the appointment 
in 1888 to the position he occupicd at the 
time of his horrible death. 

Mr. Robertson was a man of the strict- 
est integrity, and his social qualities ear- 
ly in life won for him a great number 
of friends, many of whom were the best 
people of the Eastern Shore. Mr. Robert 
G. Robertson of Quantico is a brother, 
and Mrs Snsan Brattan of Barren Creek 
Springs is a sister of the deceased gentle- 
man.

An Improved Ferry.» 

The ferry scow at Sharptown is now 
propelled by means of a rable, which is 
considered an improvement over the 
laborous oar methad.

instrance from month to month, and when he drops out there is not one cent of 
money In the tfedsory. Bat nothing is said about the cost of getting substitutes to 
take the places of senpee cris members. a 

It is admitted, that, to insere success, the ranks must be kept full by new 
recruits, and each recruit meats a new liability, for the impaired risk will not be the 
firs to drop out. z 

Mr. Aug. F. Harvey, Actuary of the Legion of Honor, has reported, at their 
request, to that organization. He says: “But progressive increase of death rate 
“mtst be looked for. Every advocate of Co operative Insurance who asserts —be- 
“lievitig ót pretending to believe—that by the ‘infusion of new blood’ the death 
“rate can be kept down to the rame percentage, year by year, commits a woeful 
“blonder. The thitig einnot be done. The benefit of medical selection wears off; 
“members grow old; the law of increasing percentage of mortality; with inereasing 
“age, is a law out of nature and cannot be modified by actuaries or anyone else, so that 
“we cannot theorize or hope it out of the way. The most that can be expected ix, 
“that by constant attention to selections, and a reasonably rapid increase in admis- 
“sion of young lives, the apparent increas of the rate may> be moderate.” “The 
“general result is that our insurance is cheap, and regarding it aa it really is, tem- 
“porary insnrance from the date of one assessment to thirty days after the date of 
“the next, there Is every reason to encourage the growth of the Legion by the 
“admission of young lives, provided, however, that the younger members 
“will adhere to the isea made by them, that they will continue to pay assess- 
“ments and retain thelr membership when the death-roll crawls up to the table 
“rate and demands for $2,000 drafts me more numerous.” 

Thongands of these societies hare flourished for a time and disappeared, and 
the cadtisé of disaster in etery case was the same, viz.: dropping out of members, 
owing to incfeased death rate and consequent increase in number of assessments. 

_ The system is trot new; it was thoroughly tested in England and abandoned, 
over a century ago, and the assertion that English assessment societies are now in 
existence, which have flonrished for a long series of eres, is absolutely untrue,* 
as benefit societies in England are cunducted on a totally different principle. 

Twenty dollars a year for $2,000 instrance is assuming a death rate of one per 
cent., and during the first few years of a society this is about the rate chat may be & 
expected; but it can easily be shown that a society continned for a number of years, 
increased annually by new additions, will, under most favorable circumstances, 
reach a death rate of three per cent. Half such a rate would be fatal to any assess- 
ment society, for with the addition of Lodge dues and other expenses, the cost 
wonld be so great that ing out would be the role and new blood the Exception. 

“Good enough while it lasts” is the reply of many who belong to these associ- 
ations, and when reminded of the danger of finding themselves without insurance, 
and with health impaired, they retort that they are willing to take those chances.

Any scheme promiaing to furnish dollars at less cost than one hundred centa, 


without the aid of interest, should be carefally examined before investing in it. 


By earning compound interest on all amounts not required for the payment of 
losses, a life insurance company is enabled, not only to provide for every policy at 
maturity, but to return large dividends annually to the insured, and to pay a sub- 
stantial sutrender value, either in cash or in paid-up insurance, so that when a 
party wishes to terminate his insurance he finds the cost far Jess than in an assess- 
ment society. - : 

Of the comparative cost of insurance, Mr. Haryey says: “Jt is an unfair com- 
“parison to put the kost of insurance in our form against higher premium policies 
“(higher than ay a temporary insurance policies), because in all cases after two 
“or three years inuy company, the reserve, or sum left in hands of the company, 
“after adding interest to the premiam and deducting the current cost, is always 
“available for future insurance until it is exhausted in carrying the policy for its 
“fnll amount, or for continuous insurance of some smaller sum.” £

One of the places 
in this gity where nomadic serfs receive 

eir supplies and render their accounts 
is in Minna street. It is a supply depot, 
and is conducted under the name of 
Joseph Sharbel & Co. There, in a room 
crowded with Syrians of both sexes, of 
all sizes and ages, isa large stock of 
trinkets and religious articles stored in 
pasteboard boxes of varions sizes dis- 
played on shelves which run about the 
foom. i 

This t contains two beds and 
a lounge, and the lack of other furnish- 
ings is made compulsory by the space 
taken up by the immense stock which is 
doled out to be sold by the street peddlers 
in this city and neighboring towns. Jo- 
seph Sharbel himself is a bronged and 
brawny Syrian, much past the years of 
middle life. Heis the padrone who directs 
the actions and labors of the dozen ot 
composite nationalities of both sexes and 
various ages who were gathered in the 
room. He was rather reticent when 
questioned by a reporter, and while 
claiming to be unacquainted with others 
engaged in the same line of business he 
displayed a knowledge regarding the lo- 
cation of branch agencies and number 
of his countrymen and women engaged 
in the trade that was remarkable. Some 
of the supply. depots in this city remit 
regularly from $3,000 to $4,000 a week to 
the east and Europe as payments for 
shipments and invoices of goods.—San 
Francisco! Chronicle.

A Now’ Way to Shell Eggs.,

“Mrs. Rebekah Young, Appearing In- 
forms that She with One Child is lately 
come into this Town, from Harwich tu 
Visit her Sister, that She intends to re- 
turn in the Spring, & that She hath 
brought with her to the Value of Two 
Hundred Pounds in Money and House- 
hold Goods. 

“Liberty is Granted her to tarry un- 
til the Spring, and then toreturn to Har- 
wich with her Child or give security to 
Indemnify the Town.” 

The good folk of Boston were in a per- 
petual panic in those days lest they 
should get upon their hands to take care 
of paupers that really belonged to some 
other community, and it is very likely 
that they had good reason for their fear 
and their precautions, One would sup- 
pose, however, that a woman who could 
bring with her a couple of hundred 
pounds in gold and gear might be of suf- 
ficient importance to be spared the for- 
mality of appearing before the select- 
men of the town. It would be interest- 
ing to know how small an amount of be- 
longings would have admitted her to the 
privilege of passing the winter with her 
sister.—Boston Courier. 


Waco’s Wonderfal Rats. 

Waco, Tex,, is infested with rats in 
countless legions. They run through 
the streets, invade the stores and resi- 
dences, devour grain, flour and grocer- 
ies, and make themselves unmitigated 
nuisances, which the application of ordi- 
nary and extraordinary remedies has 
failed to.remove.
